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Smaller Legislatures. 


The demand, voiced generally by the people of Canada, for decreased 


‘expenditure in: the administration of public affairs as a necessary and most 


effective means of bringing about > reduction in the burden of taxation now 
imposed on the country, has resulted in many suggestions being advanced 
which are hopelessly impracticable, because, in the final analysis, ii would be 
found that the losses sustained through inefficiency would more than offset any 
savings effected through such false economy. 

Oiher suggestions have been made which are deserving of close and care- 
ful study as they are seemingly designed to effect real economies without in 
the slightest degree prejudicially affecting any public policy or s¢rvice. One 
sucl®suggestion, which has found favor in many quarters, is that ft member- 
ship of the Dominion Parliament and of the several Provincial Legislatures 
Be reduced. The fact that Canada is: notoriously over-governed is strongly 
urged as a reason for such reductions. 

Some people hare also advocated the union of the three Maritime Prov- 
inces into one Province with one Legislative Assembly, and the same sug- 
gestion has been advanced regarding the three Prairie Provinces. There is 
also a strong. body of public opinion in favor of the abolition of the Senate. 

While it would take a long time to bring about the union of these groups 
ef Provinc>s, or to secure the abolition of the Senate, if, indeed, these things 
are desirable or feasible. there can. be little doubt but that no dire results 
would follow a reduction in the membership of Provincial Legislatures. On 
the other hand, substantial reductions in expenditure could be effected thereby. 

According to the last figures available, Ontario has a Legislative Assem- 


Bly of 111 members; Quebec maintains a Legislative Council of 24 members

appointed for life and a Legisiative Assembly of 85.members, a total of 109; 
Nova Scotia also has two chambers, a Legislative Council of 21 and an As- 
sembly ect 43; New Brunswick's Assembly consists of 48; Prince Edward Is- 
land has 30; Manitoba, 55; British Columbia, 47; Alberta, 58; and Saskat- 
chewan, 63. This makes a grand total of 570 members to direct the machin- 
ery of legislation in the nine Provinces. A reduction of anywhere from: fifty 
to one hundred could be made with benefit to all concerned, excepi the mem- 
bers whose seats would be wiped out. 

In this connection it is encouraging to recall that at the recent session 
of the Saskatehewan Legislature 1 resolution was presented by a private

Our present unduly large Legislative bodies is the direct result ofthe 
policy of nearly all Governments on the eve of an appeal to the electorate 
bringing dewn new Redistribution measures providing for a re-arrangement 
of constituencies in view of changing population, and in so doing it was al- 
ways more popular to provide fur increased population in certain districts by 
ereating new constituencies than to wipe’ out a constituency or unite three 
fnto one where the population had-decreased or-remained stationary. Thus, 
sthp” by step, and almost unnoticed, our Legislatures have grown into un- 
necessarily large bodies. 

Not only it is high time that thts practice Was discontinued, but there is 
real need for drastic action to correc! the mistakes of the past, and bring the 
membership of the several Legisiatures down to a number more nearly ap- 
proximately actual requirements and needs. To accomplish this reform is 
quite simple, because the Provihces have the power in their own eee, to 
determine the size of their Legisiatures. 

‘The problem {is not quite ‘sO easy of accomplishment in the ease of the 
Dominion Parliament, which consist of 96 Senators and 235 members of the 
House of Commons. Membership in the Senate is fixed and is not likely to 
be increased. But the number ot: Commoners is bound to steadily increase 
under the provision of the. B.N.A. Act which stipulates that Quebec shall al- | 
ways have 65 members and that at! other Provinces shall be represented ac- 
cording to their population at the same ratio that 63 bears to the population 
of Quebec. n 

This proviso has not. In the past resulted in any very rapid increase in 
membcrship as is indicated by the fact that at Confederation the number of 
meutbers was 181 foe the four Provinces Of Ontario, Québec, Noya Scotia and 
New Erunswick. Even as late as 1905, prior to the creation of the Provinces 
of Alberie and Saskatchewan, the membership of the Commons had .only 
increased by 35, to 214... Since then, however, the increase haz been more 
rapid, and the next House will corsist of over 240 members. .In other words, 
the increase in the last-fweniy years has been equal to the preceding foriy 
years. 

The time mast come, therefore, when a different basis of membership 
must be fixed, unless the Commons is to become a tersébly expensive and al- 
together unwieldly body. There is good reason for urging that consideration 
be given this inevitable probiem now, rather than leave it to future years 
when it will unquestionably be more. difficult to afrive at a solution satisfac- 
tory to all the Provinces.

Britain Has Small Standing Army 


Reduced From Four Mililon to 156,935 

Men Says Secretary For War 
_ Great Britain, which during the war 
put an army of 4,000,000 in the field, 
now has ap army that is smaller than 
Spain's or Holland's and not much 
larger than that of Czecho-Slovakia. 
This fact was brought out by Stephen 
Walsh, Secretary for War, in reply to 
a Parliamentary question. 

According to Mr. Walsh; Soviet 
Russia has the largest army in Eur 
ope. lt “numbers 1,003,000 men: 
France ranks second with 732,243. The 
British army—without including the 
Indian army—with a sirength of only 


156,925 men, trails Poland, Maly, Spain, |

Illustration No. 3 shows the next step in the treatment of the head-. 
light reflector, which, by the way, gives the highest concentration of light 
known: «This is hand burnishing, the optratgr burnishing two reflectors 
in a working day. For. articles. which can be r dily polished by a 
rotating buffing whee],-thts ts accomplished in the manner shown in No. 4. 

Upon conipletion of the polishing operation, ‘articles to be so treated are 
placed in a metal container-and, by means of a smal compressed air. gun, 
sprayed with, suitable lacquer. If ‘it:is, desired to oxidise: the plated 
article in order to make it harmonize with Avoodwork -or other material, 
as is often the case with copper’ platings, it is exposed to heat or vapor, 
or-immersed in ‘some solution prior to the pplication of the finishing 
coat of lacquer.

Animal Life Found Under Sahara. Has |: 


Scientific Interest : 
_ Australia’s success in finding huge 
and apparently ‘limitless supplies of 
water beneath the arid surface in the 
interior of the island. continent no 
doubt prompted :the:seareh for similar 
reservoirs beneath the ‘sands of the 
African Sahara. French engineers, 
have been astonished at the frequent 
discoveries of water at_a depth of from 
200 to 300 feet, and no less at the fact 
that live fish, crabs and crayfish have 
been brought up by: the artesian wells. 
These proved to be of speciés similar 
to;those found in the Palestine Jakes, 
and have provided their. own interest- 
ing scientific problems. In the same 
way salamanders have. been brought 
up by well borers from underground 
streams in Texas. . ;But the varied 
anjma} life under the Sahara‘has a so- 
cial as well as a scientific interest. . It 
suggests the existence of continuous 
bodies of water, bearing out the de- 
claration of explorers and geologists 
that while the surface.of the desert ts 
dry, there is a water supply available 
for modern settlers over large terrl- 
tories, :

The~ more famous and daring of 
these fair hunters is Mrs. Anna New- 
man, and her daughter, Miss Anna 
Schneider, whose hunting headquart- 
ers are at the little settlement of 
Benton on the Nevada side of the 
Sierra Nevada range of mountains. 
Here they trap their animals—for they 
are*taken in steel traps—over wild 
and mountainous country far from the 
haunts of man. : 

Since they started, fn 1918, they 
have accounted for 400 coyotes, moun- 
tain lions, lynxes and bob-cats, the 
principal pests in their large district.
